MEMBERS POURING IN 
FOR OPENING SESSION 


Among the New Faces to Be 
Seen Will be Roy Stubbs, Who 
Was Elected a Representa- 
tive While Member of Har- 
vard Law School---Speaker 
Holder Arrives. 


The Georgia iegisiature is now on 
the job. 

Promptly at the stroke of 10 o'clock 
this morning the gavels of President 
John M. Slaton, of the senate, and 
Speaker John N. Holder, of the house 
of representatives, will simultaneousls 
call the two branches of the legisla- 
tive body to order and the general as- 
sembly of 1910 will’start out upon the 
annual legislative grind. 

Legisiators All Here. 

Judging from the number of members 
who arrived in Atlanta Tuesday after- 
noon and Tuesday night, practicaliv 
every member of both houses will be 
in his seat when the roll is called. 
The lobbies of the hoteles were crowded 
with the legislators Tuesday night, 
and the making and unmaking of laws 
for the state of Georgia was the prin- 
cipal topic of conversation. 

The order of business in both houses 
will be practically the same. The 
house, however, as is customary, will 
take the initiative. After prayer bv 
Rev. J. J. Bennett, of Atlanta, a com- 
mittee will be appointed by Speaker 
Holder to notify the senate’ and the 
governor that the house is in session 
and is awaiting the message of the

governor's message will be submitted 
to both houses: ‘Me call of the roll 
by counties will follow, at which anv 
member may introduce any new bill or 
bills which he may have prepared for 
consideration at the present session. 
Biennial Session Bill. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the session is the fact that the bill 
providing for biennial sessions of the 
legwislature is the first bill on the house 
calendar. This bill was passed by the 
cenate at the last session, and is now 
awaiting the action of the lower house. 

Since. in its order, it will be the 
first measure to be acied upon by the 
house, the biennial sessions bill ts the 
principal topic of conversation among 
members of the house. What they will 
do with it is a question which will re- 
main unsettled until the final vote is 
taken. 

It 1s generally believed 
ennial session bill will 
hot fight in the house, and 
is freely predicted by those 
pose it. Several leaders of the house 
have expressed themselves as being 
opposed to biennial sessions, and that 
fact alone assures a stormy road for 
the bill.

AO TESTIMONY 
FROM LORIMER 


Will Not Be Allowed to 
_ Deny Bribery Charges. 


Lawyers for Lee O’Neal Browne 
Abruptly Rest Their Case in 


Chicago Court --- Move Was! 


Entirely Unexpected--Lorimer 
Will Not Take Stand. 


Chicago, June 21.—Precluding the 
possibility of the defendant's going 
upon the stand in his own behalf, coun- 
sel gay, and shutting out all testimony 
that Senator William Lorimer might 
have to offer in denial of the charge 


_that hig seat in the United States sen- 


ate was purchased, lawyers for Lee 
O'Neil Browne abruptly rested their 
case in the criminal! court here at noon 
today. 

The sudden move of the defense in 
the alleged legislative bribery trial 
was wholly unexpected. More than 
fifty witnesses for the defense were 


thus excluded from the records of the 


case. Sé€veral of these, in addition to 
Browne and Senator Lorimer, were 
considered of importance to the de- 
fense. Among them was Lieutenant 
Governor John G. Oglesby. 

It is said that Browne's counsel be- 
lieve their case stands or falls upon 
whether the jury is willing to accept 
the testimony of Representative 
Charles A. White, who made the first 
confession and delivered the principal! 
testimony in the alleged bribery scan- 
dal. 

Attorney W. S. Forrest. who ted the 
defense of Browne, has insisted from 
the begining that he is not concerned 
materially over the outcome in the 
criminal court; that he has made out a 
legal case for his client to stand on in 
a higher court. 

All Testimony Necessary. 

In this connection, Mr. Forrest said 
at the close of court today: 

“We have submitted al] the testi- 
mony that We believed necessary. We 
wanted chiefly character witnesses to 
Support the defendant, as believing 
that after what the jury heard about 
White, his testimony would have novo 
weight.” 

State's Attorney Wayman, however, 
takes another view of the proceeding. 
He ‘says that Browne and his lawyers 
fear to allow the case to be probed 


further, that e¥‘en with their own wit2] 
néases they. dare not take a-ehanee atte 


an unexpected siip. 

Although Mr. Wayman began his 
closing argument to the jury compar- 
atively early in‘the afternoon, he had 
not finished when court was adjourned 
fo~ the day. The prosecutor will fin- 
ish tomorrow morning, and will be fol- 
lowed by Attorneys W. S. Forrest, 
Charles E. Erbstein and P. M. O’Don- 
nell, for the defense. 

Mr. wWayman said in part: 

“Murderers can g0 unpunished, lar- 
ceny is often excused by the law, and 
a Man May go out in the night and rob 
to feed a starving family; but there 
is no justification for bribery. It can- 
not go unpunished. 

“The fact that over fiftv democrats 
voted for Senator Lorimer, a repub- 
lican, shows in itself that there was 
bribery. Representative White was 
thus bribed to elect a member to the 
only body in our federal government 
that can declare war or effect peace 
for the millions of our population. 

“It was ae gigantic moment for 
Browne, the minority leader, when he 
tried to elect Lorimer. If he had 
failed, what amends could he have 
made to his constituents? As long as 
he succeeded the democrats could gO 
back, to their constituents and \make 
Some sort of apology because he had 
succeeded.”’

It con- 
tains a complete record of the gsub- 
marine’s last plunge. The final entry 
was made at 1:56 on the afternoon of 
the day the Pluviose was struck. 
Twenty-seven men perished.

Washington, June 21.—The mam- 
moth task of recording the thirteenth 
decennial census of the United States 
has progressed to such a point that 
within a few days the census bureau 
will begin to make public the popula- 
tion of the larger cities of the country. 

The figures for the cities containing 
75,000 or more people will be given 
first. They will be followed later in 
the summer by the population of states 
by rounties, which also will include 
the cities of 8,000 or more persons. 

The returns of about 47,000 enumer- 
ators have been received by the: bu- 
reau, and it is expected the remainder 
of the 70,000 reports will be in July 1. 


RECLAMATION BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Means Completion of 


Projects Already Begun. 


Washington, June 21.—By a vote of 
205 to 20 the house at 10:10 o’clock 
tonight passed a bill providing for the 
issuance of certifieates of indebtedness 
to the amount of $20,000,000 to pro- 
vide a fund for the completion of 
reclamation project already begun. 
The house then adjourned. The meas- 
ure now will go to the senate, where 
its passage is assured. 

Originally the senate passed such a 
bill, although it carried provision for 
an issue aggregating $30,000,000. lt 
was recognized that even this amount 
was too Small to complete works ap- 
proved and it was expected that ulti- 


mately a fund aggregating $50,000,000 
would have to be supplied. 

Under the terms of-the bill the cer- 

tifieates are to-be taken up from pay- 
‘ments madé by settlers for water to 
be supplied by the government. There 
will be no d®ain, it is said, upon the 
federal finances. 
Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, spoke 
length in opposition to the project. 
“Three-fifths of this land you pro- 
pose irrigating is now in the hands of 
private owners,” he said, “and only 
two-fifths are owned by the govern- 
ment, which provides the means for its 
reclamation.”’

He will board 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, at 
Altona, and proceed thence for Kiel, 
to be present during the yachting re- 
gatta.

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100 WIRELESS MESSAGES A DAY 
SENT ROOSEVELT WHILE AT SEA 


New York, June 21.—Theodore Roose- 
velt received an average of more than 
100 wireless messages a day during 
his trip across the Atlantic. His pres- 
ence on the Kaiserin Auguste ‘Victoria 
was responsible also for a flood of out- 
going messages. The total number of 
words received and transmitted estab- 
lished a record in trans-Atlantic travel. 

Two young German operators, Kurttz- 
chicke and Walter Bodenstein, both of 
Hamburg, were in charge of the 
Kaiserin’s wireless apparatus. They 
worked alternatively day and night. 
averaging about four hours sleep per 
dav for the voyage. 

Their reports to the steamship com- 


pany showed that the total number of 
words received and transmitted was 
Slightly over 60,000, about evenly dli- 
vided between in-comiaig and‘ out- 
going messages. The receipts for 
messages sent from the ship were $6,- 
000, more than double the highest 
amount ever received by the wireless 
company on a trans-Atlantic trip on 
any vessel . 

The messages received by Colonel 
Roosevelt were from every corner of 
the globe. King George, of England, 
and former vice President Charies W. 
Fairbanks were among the notables 
who had greetings for him in mid- 
ocean.

Standing Gone Among Gentlemen. 
I say this to him: the mational bank- 


ers of the tenth (in whose private 
business Hardwick has put se many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of the 
people’s public funds), may possibly 
bay you a plurality of the popular vote; 
but, among the gentlemen of this State 
your standing is gone. You, yourself, 
have shown your true nature. You're 
a scrub, not a thoroughbred. Gentle- 
men often gamble; but uo may of honor 
ever violated the unwritten law, that 
“the loser pays!” 


What a sorry business it was to sift 
the correspondence of bygone years, 
when he enjoyed my respect and my 
affection! Who doesn't know how we 
express ourselves when writing to 
those whom we esteem? How easy it 
would be for me to beat him at. that 
game by quoting from the effusivelyv 
flattering letters which he wrote to 
me. I: scorn to do it. Only where it 
has been made necessary by him have 
I made uSe of any of this voluminous 
private correspondence. The time will 
come when he may read some of these 
old letters—letters which were meant 
to stimulate and encourage a younger 
man, and to give him whatever help 
my greater experience, wider reading 
and deeper studies afforded—and won- 
der what demon of the perverse pos- 
sessed him when he rudely disrupted so 
warm and valuable a friendship. 


My regard for Hardwick partook of 
the paternal. He was so much younger 
than myself that it was a pleasure to 
give him the benefit of al] that I knew 
about political economy and great pub- 
lic questions. I had hopes of seeing 
him do some of the congressional work 
which it had been my own cherished 
ambition to do. In his public address- 
es and in his congressional votes were 
echoes of hig friend. As I would en- 
courage my own son, I wrote encour- 
agingly to Hardwick. Had he given 
full letters, instead of extracts, that 
truth would be even more apparent to 
your readers. 


It {s a luxury which the young in- 
dulge—that of flippantly breaking close 
ties. AS We grow older, we grow 
wiser, and we cling to our friendships 
as shipwrecked mariners on _ storm- 
tossed seas, clutchthe floating spars. 
As God is my judge, I never wags more 
surprised ang hurt than when Hard- 
wick attacked me at Macon. We had 
been so chummy a few weeks previous- 
ly in Washington, I had given him no 
cause of quarrel. In no way had I 
offended him. In the previous cam- 
paign I had been true to him, although 
my course threw me into antagonism 
with McGregor, who had so long been 
as a brother to me. 

Mr. Hardwick has been diligettiy 
diving into his letter files and into 
the back numbers of The Jeffersonian. 
Had he told me what he wanted. I 
could have saved him time and tedious 
research. His initiative in arranging 
the combination between the pope and 
the anti-Terrell, democrats gave prom- 
ise of statesmanly development. His 
speeches, in 1906, indicated considera- 
ble forensic talent. His advice to the 


/ Hoke Smith management was general- 


ly sound. His convictions on public 
questions appeared to be much the 
Same as My Own. Consequently, I 
formed a high opinion of my young 
ally. Being generous with my friends. 
Mr. Hardwick. was mentioned in The 
Jeffersonian, in the terms which he 
quotes—quotes often and with reminis- 
cent pleasure. My opinion is that had 
the young man applied himself to his 
studies and his duties, he would have 
fulfilled my expectations of him. 


The Big Three. 

At that time, Hoke and Hardwick 
and Watson formed a Mutual Admira- 
tion Society. We

But the sweetest of lutes cannot be 
insured against a rift. The Hoke-Wat- 
son-Hardwick cordial understanding 
began to creak, as it were. The legis- 
lature failed to produce the anti-lobby 
bill, -and the port rates bill, and the 
Watson attach- 
importance to the late pri- 
mary and anti-lobby measures. Hoke 
himself had emphasized port rates. 
When the legislature failed us, an ex- 
tra session was to be called, as Watson 
understood. An aggressive war on 
those members of the legislature who 
had defeated our reforms was promised 
by Governor Smith in his speech at 
Warrenton. 

The extra session was not called. The 
war on the recreant members was not 
waged. Governor Smith reversed him- 
self on the late primary. He entered no 
protest when his executive committee 
set aside the county unit plan which 
had been in operation ever since the 
constitution of 1877. 

Those few foregoing sentences cover 
the events of several months, and dur- 
ing the period Hardwick and I were in 
close communication, in person or in 
writing. We not only had several con- 
ferences at my house, but held one at 
Beall Springs in the autumn of 1907. 

He was fully aware of my growing 
discontent at the non-redemption of 
campaign pledges; and he must have 
known that my continued support of 
Governor Smith was problematical. 

Early in 1908, Clark Howell sent me 
a copy of those new rules: and I wrote, 
from Florida, the first editorial attack 
on them. After that editorial came 
out, Hardwick knew that I* was com- 
mitted against Hoke Smith’s reelec- 
tion. 

How great must be his infatuation,

He is so blind to the real issues in- 
volved that he eagerly shows how he 
entertained me, as his friend and guest, 
in December, 1907; whereas, in the very 
first public address which he deliver- 
ed afterward, he was characterizing 
my conduct in a way that was calcu- 
lated to lose me the respect of all 
rignt-thinking people. 

What igs the explanation of his sud- 
den and astonishing change of atti- 
tude toward me? There is one-—only 
one. When I was in Washington, he 
still had hopes of being able to demon- 
strate to the politicians the truth of 
his boast, “I control Watson” 

He argueg at length that he did not 
hit me “below the belt” in those 
speeches. I have not claimed that he 
did. The complaint is that he hit me at 
all. 
Smith without assaulting Watson. He 
could have left my name out of it. 
There was no excuse for his insinua- 
tions that some despicable motivé was 
prompting me to oppose Smith's re- 
election. I did not fall out with any 
friend of mine for opposing Hoke when 
I supported him, or ‘or supporting him 
when I opposed. With Hardwick, I fell 
out, because ke couldn't keep his viper- 
ish tongue eff my name. 

It is the truth, the literal damaging 
truth, that the hospitable host of De- 
cember, 1307, turned upon his guest 
and friend and benefactor for no other 
reason thin that Watson claimed the 
right to choose his own position in the 
gsubcrnuatorial race. 

Hoke Smith did not go around abus- 
ing Watson; nor did Hoke's other lieu- 
tenants do it. Judge Hines, Seab 
Wright, Reub Arnold. Bob Berner and 
all the others, excepting Hardwick, 
could support Smith without jumping 
on Watson.

| AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 

Confronting the general assembly that convenes today is an 
oppostunity to perform a public service that will write it down with 
distinction in Georgia history. 

The feat is simple. It lies merely in dispatching the small 
amount of public business demanding attention and adjourning inside 
the 50-day constitutional limit—say within 30 days. 

Such a course would redound greatly to the public welfare, would 
save the state some thousands of dollars, would leave no essential 
governmental detail neglected and would: clothe the members with 
a merit won by few legislatures.since the civil war. 

At the outside, not more than a dozen measures of general or 
state-wide importance call for consideration at the current session. 
A number even of these remain over from the first session. Diligent 
attention would enable the lébislature to dispose of everything before 
it that needed attention, and to adjourn easily in 30 days. 

The truth is there is no earthly excuse for annual sessions of 
the Georgia legislature, and in no manner can the members give 
better evidence of their recognition of the public trend than by 
enacting the biennial sessions bill which passed the senate last 
summer and is now on the house calendar. 

Georgia is one of only six American states retaining the tedious, 
costly and unnecessary annual legislative session. : 

The people are overburdened with legislation. 

Too much legislation defeats the mission of legislative bodies. 
It injures, rather than fosters, public and private business and the 
processes of industry and commerce. 


The people of Georgia have learned this. They have grown 


minds where it does not invite demagogic agitation. 

The session beginning today offers an ideal opportunity for 
inaugurating reform; first, in a new record for quick adjournment; 
second, in the passage of the bill looking to biennial sessions be- 


ginning with 1912. .

PROGRESS IN SALOON REGULATION. 


The city council commends itself to popular approval in the 
promptness with which it has gone about imposing sensible restric- 
tions upon the operation of near beer saloons in this city. Providing 
legislation that separates the races in drinking places and that will 
insure greater discrimination in granting licenses, it is to be ex- 
pected that substantial progress will be registered over the situation 
now prévailing, though as long as 78 near beer licenses are granted 
on Decatur street alone, there is going to be trouble and lots of it. 
If there is a street in the city that should have 'no licenses of this 
kind, it js Decatur street. The granting of 78 is utterly and abso- 
lutely without justification. : 

If the methods discussed and enacted do not prove effectual 
in the orderly regulation of these establishments, others must be 
found. 

One thing is certain: 

‘ The people of Atlanta are determined that near beer saloons 
are to be conducted upon a sane and law-abiding basis. 

They are determined that such resorts shall not serve ag shelters 
or breeding-places for crime, demoralization or disorder. , 

In this position, they are supported by the investigations and 
testimony of the police authorities, as well as by the results of 
common knowledge-and observation. 

In a very mild way council indicates appreciation of the situa- 
tion and intention to act with corresponding firmness. 

The degree in which this intention executed through 
systematic enforcement of the laws and regulations, will determine 
ultimate public approval. 

If the amended ardinances are not sufficient to protect the 
public, public sentiment will find a way to enforce its will. 
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CONGRESS AND POOR AMERICAN HIGHWAYS. 


France has spent $303,975,000 on national road-building, has 
contributed $81,060,000 to the construction of local roads and prob- 
ably has the best all-round highway system of any nation in the 
world. 

Our own congress, getting ready now to adjourn, authorized 
a trivial $114,240 for road-building purposes, which generous sum 
is to be used for the up-keep of a good roads bureau in Washington. 

It is more than a coincidence, therefore, that America has the 
poorest system of highways in civilization, excepting a few Central 
American states given to anarchy and graft, and. those domains 
reaching toward the polar regions where road bDuilding, as the old 
man said, “don’t count nohow.” 

For these figures, we are indebted to a dispatch recently pub- 
lished from our Washington correspondent. He also drew attention 
to the large amounts spent by Great Britain on its highway systems. 

While we are searching round for an explanation as to the 
superiority of European over American agriculture, and appointing 
commissions at large expense to probe the cost of living,.a little 
quiet investigation into the road-making policies of America and 
Europe might shed light. |

NEW TAX ON TOBACCO’ 
EFFECTIVE JULY FIRST 


Consumer May Have to saad 


More or Get Less Than 
Heretofore. 


The man who loves his smoke, pipe | 
Or cigar, as well as the one who loves 
his quid, also the snuff-dipper’ will 
after the end of this month, pay more 
for the luxuries indicated than he pays 
now, else he will receive from the re- 
tailer a smaller package—less in 
weight than he is now getting. 

Government tax on tobaccos of all 
kinds has been increased and the new 
scale of prices the internal revenue 
man will collect goes into effect the 
first of next month, July 1. The state- 
ment sent out by the internal revenue 
department, in part, is as follows: 

“Rates of internal revenue taxes on 
manufactured tobacco and snuff are in- 
ereased from 6 to 8 cents per pound; 
on cigars weighing not more than 8 
pounds per 1,000, from 54 cents to 765 
cents per 1,000; On cigarettes weigh- 
ing not more than 3 pounds per 1,000, 
from 64 cents and $1.08 1,000, accord- 
ing to the wholesale price, to one rate 
of $1.25 per 1,000: and on cigarettes 
weighing more than 3 pounds per 1,000, 
from $3 to $3.60 per 1,000, to take effect 
July 1, 1910. The.tax rate on cigars 
weighing more than 3 pounds per 1,000, 
remains unchanged at $3 per 1,000.’’

COTTON MORE ACTIVE 
CLOSED 5 TO 8 POINTS UP 


Opening Was Steady at Ad- 
vance In Response to Firmer 
Cable ot Higher. 


New York, June 21.—The cotton mar- 
ket was a little more active today and 
showed continued strength, with prices 


closing at a net gain of 5@8 points | 


as a result of covering and some fresh 
buying, based upon the strength of the 
old crop situation and the less favor- 
able vi of the new crop conditions 
as a result of further rain in the east- 
ern belt and ‘continued dry weather 
in the west. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@9 points, in response to 
firmer Liverpool cables, and covering 
by recent sellers. There seemed to 
be some cotton for sale on & scale up. 
but offerings were not heavy enough 
to check the advance, as selling for 
short account was restricted by an 
unfavorable view of the weather map. 
and expectation of 4 bullish weekly 
wcather report. Old crop positions led 
the advance, although most of the bull- 
ish news circulating wag with refer- 
ence to the new crop outlook and for- 
eign houses were large buyers of July 
and August, presumably to cover strad- 
dies. The weekly report, published at 
midday, proved no more bullish than 
anticipated, but the market during the 
afternoon reached the highest level of 
the day on a continued demand from 
old crop shorts and rumors of heavy 
rains in Georgia. Last prices were 
within 2@3 points of the best. W hile 
Liverpool futures were better than due, 
the English spot sales were very small 
and private cables from Bavaria stated 
that there was little spot demand and 
that the goods trade was depressed. 
Liverpool houses were credited with 
buying over 25,000 bales of July and 
August here during the morning. Nu- 
merous crop complaints are being re- 
ceived, claiming damage from drought 
in the southwest and too much rain 
in the eastern belt, while the forecast 
was for continued dry weather in the 
west and further showers in the east. 
Southern spot markets unchanged to 
%c higher. Private reports from Tex- 
as say that the first new bale is ex- 
pected this week. 

Receipts at the ports today 4,342 
bales, against 4,825 last week and 8,037 
last year. For the week 25,000 bales, 
against 24,531 last week and 83,830 
last year. Today’s receipts at New 
Orleans 874 bales, against 686 last 
year, and at Houston 239 bales, against

Around the middle of the morning 
the market strengthened on the fore- 
cast of showery weather for the east- 
ern half of the cotton beit, and prices 
were put up again, this time the list 
reaching levels 6 to 10 points over yes- 
terday's closing. On this advance, 
considerable buying of a strong char- 
acter was in evidence, and commission 
houses put out telegrams stating that 
their customers were buying on claims 
from Texas that the crop was suffering 
for want of moisture and complaints 
from Louisiana and Mississippi that 
the boll weevil was doing enough dam- 
age to Warrant very low crop esti- 
mates for those two states. Bulls did 
not have it all their wgy, however, for 
short selling started afresh on the 
rise, and at noon the market was a 
point or two down from the highest. 

In the afternoon session fresh buy- 
ing from longs came into the market 
to sustain prices in the face of con- 
siderable liquidation from bull scalpers 
and the rise was widened to 6 to 11 
poihts.

Advance in Prices at Close of 
- Previous Day Ca 
Profit Taking. 


New Yerk, June 21—Apathy over- 
came to the stock market again today, 
and the dealings dropped back to near 
the point of idleness. There was a4 
diversion of speculative activity to the 
wheat market, and the reports circu- 
lated in that market of damage to the 
spring wheat crop were not_heard with- 
out solicitude in the stock market. The 
oppression of the weather in New York, 
with the summer solstice inclined the 
brokers to Pay heed to hot weather re- 
ports from Dakota and Minnesota, and 
had a part, also, in oe Sieg pg per 
active operations in stock. e con- 
siderable rise in prices at the close 
yesterday, after the almost inert mar- 
ket for a long time past, prompted to 
some profit-taking sales On the part of 
the professional element. The results 
summed up were a dull and drooping 
market. . 

Abundant harvests will supply «a 
comprehensive means for solution of 
the problems which confront the finan- 
cial markets, for which no full substi- 
tue can be found. Speculative senti- 
ment, therefore, is peculiarly sensiti 
to even a suggestion of danger of im- 
pairment of the full returns of agricul- 
tural products, which have been count- 
ed on. The refusal] of the stock mar- 
ket to take great alarm over the spring 
wheat situation was due partly, to the 
moderation with which the subject was 
touched inthe woes bulletin of the 
government weather bureau, which an- 
nounced that “the hot, dry weather of 
the week was very trying to vegeta- 
tion already deficient in vitality on 
account of previous adverse weather 
conditions in Wisconsin, Minneapolis 
and the eastern portion of the Dakotas 
and northern Iowa.” This specializa- 
tion followed the opening summary of 
the bulletin, holding that “for the 
country as a whole the weather of the 
past week was the most favorable for 
the agriculturalist of the season to 
date.” The fact that the wheat mar- 
ket ignored this official review, and 
sent prices upward in response to re- 
turns of sustained high temperatures 
in the threatened regions, did not pre- 
vent a show of resistance to depression 
in the stock market, and a tendeney 
towards recovery from such declines as 
were suffered. These were only slight- 
ly more pronounced in the spring 
oo grangers ,than in the general 

st. 

A sustaining influence in the stock 
murket is the easing tendency of 
money markets. Discounts rates re- 
ceded in London and in Berlin today 
and increased ease is Idoked forward 
to after the July 1 settlements are out 
of the way.

Weekly Weather Report. 

Washington, June 21.—Mean_ tem- 
perature ranged from 1 to 4 degrees 
below normal generally, except in 
northwestern Texas and central and 
western Oklahoma.

The 
mean temperature ranged from 72 to 
73 degrees over the eastern, from 74 
to 80 over the central and from 76 to 
80 over the western portion of the 
cotton region.

WHEAT PRICES UP 


Advance of Over Three Cents 
in Wheat---Corn and Oats 
, Higher, 


Chicago, June 21.—Temperatures of 
100 to 110 degrees; dust clouds prevent- 
ing sight 20 rods ahead, and total ab- 
sence of rain—that was a picture today 
of the drouth-stricken wheat country 
to the northwest. Such at least was 
the belief of a great majority of trad- 
ers on ‘change here. A whirlwind mar- 
ket resulted, and the highest prices of 
the season were made near the close.

By far the greatest speculative 
strength in wheat for months was hown 
today. Alarm over the spring crop and 
the sensational advance in prices in 
northwestern markets werealmost the 
sole causes back of extraordinary buy- 
ing here. The scare which has been 
on for several days in regard to the 
late sown wheat developed into a semi- 
panic at the outset today. It appeared 
as if nobody wished to sell the grain 
at any price. Commission houses were 
filled with stop-loss buying orders. In- 
dividual short sellers withdrew their 
efférts to cover, and did so at great 
sacrifice. There was also a volume of 
outside buying such as is not often 


‘equaled. Profit-taking by holders gave 


the market a few temporary setbacks, 
but the trade was so huge, and the ex- 
citement so intense, that orders of any 
volume were filled with difficulty. A 
decrease of 6,300,000 bushels in the 
world’s visible supply was taken some 
notice of, although chiefly as bearing 
relation to the acute situation in the 
American northwest. Even Winnipeg 
reported the heat extreme, and sent 
predictiong that, without heavy rain 
soon, there would be only half a crop. 
September ranged from 95 to 98%@ 
981% and closed strong at 97% @98c, a 
net gain of 3% @3%. 

Business in the corn pit was of large 
dimensions. Offerings came only from 
longs, who were taking profits. The 
market was affected chiefly by the 
bulge in wheat. September fluctuations 
were between 60% @61%c, with the 
close strong at 6lc, a net advance of 
&%@%*%. The cash market was firm. No. 
2 yellow closed at 60% @61. 

Frightened shorts competed with 
new investors and local speculators for 
oats sold at handsome profits by leis- 
urely longs. Pit conditons were whol- 
ly a refiection of doings in other 
cereals. The variations in the price of 
September delivery were bounded by 
838% and 39%c. Last figures were 39% 
@39%, a rise of 1%@1% above the 
previous close.
